MOSCOW, Oct. 15 (AP)—Lead- 
ing Communists of 40 nations 
headed home from the nineteenth 
all-Soviet Communist party con- 
gress today, assured by Joseph 
Stalin himself they have the So- 
viet party’s support in their “fight 
for liberation and preservation 
of peace.”

Chief interest now shifted to the 
‘party's new Central Committee, 
elected as the congress’s final act. | 
It must name a Presidium replac- | 
ing the present Politburo and a 
secretariat to direct the party’s 
day-to-day work. 

The new committee of 125 mem- 
bers with 110 alternates is the big- 
gest in history. The last commit- 


tee totaled only 71 members and 
69 alternates. 

The roster of members reads 
like a Who’s Who of the Soviet 


Union. It includes Stalin and a 
glittering array of all Politburo 
members, top diplomats and mili- 
tary leaders. 

Await Word From Stalin. 


(The Moscow announcement 
made no mention of whether 
Stalin is continuing as secretary 
general of the Central Committee, 
the most important post in the 
Communist world, or whether he 
is stepping aside for the man he 
may have designated as his heir 
to power, Western observers thus 
awaited this still-to-come an- 
nouncement as the most important

Stalin’s speech last night was 
his first address before’ a major 
gathering since Feb. 9, 1946, when 
he spoke on Russia’s war achieve: 

The 
Moscow radio, which broadcast 
the speech said the 1200 delegates 
repeatedly cheered the Soviet 
premier. 

The 72-year-old leader assured 
fellow Communists abroad that 
the Soviet party, which now num- 
bers more than 6,000,000, stands 
solidly behind them. 

‘Under Bourgeois Heel.’ 


Stalin declared that “special at- 
tention” should be paid to the 
lot of “all Communist democratic. 
or workers and peasants’ parties 
which have not yet come to power 
and whieh continue to work un- 
der the heel of bourgeois draconic 
laws.” 

“For them,” he said, “it is more 
difficult to work—but not so dif-

The foreign parties, he said, can 
learn from the “mistakes and suc- 
cesses” of the party in Russia. 
And the “bourgeoisie ‘(middle 
class) itself—chief enemy of the 
liberation .movement — has 
changed, become more reactior- 
ary, has lost ties with the people 
and thus weakened itself. 

Stalin also appealed for support

“The (Soviet) party and our 
country always needed and will 
need the trust, sympathy and sup- 
port of fraternal peoples abroad, 
he said. 

“Tt stands to reason,” he said, 
“that our party cannot be in debt 
to the fraternal parties, and must 
in turn give them support and 
also support their peoples in the 
fight for liberation and for preser- 
vation of peace.”

At a public showing of the gun 
here, -Secretary of the Army 
Frank Pace was asked by report- 
ers whether the army has am- 
munition to fit the gun and 
whether it had been fired yet. 

He replied: “It has not been 
fired but you will be advised 
when it is ready to be fired.” 

He said that although actual 
atomic ammunition has not been 
shot from the gun, a shell capable 
of holding an atomic war head 
had been used. 

In an address earlier, Pace said 
the Army is seeking to have a 
“proper share” of nuclear mate- 
rials earmarked for its use—a 
possible indication that military 
men feel they are not now get- 
ting as much as they should have. 

He said: “The Army believes 
strongly in the concept and doc- 
trine underlying the application 
of atomic energy to the battle- 


porters and phofographers saw it

The 280-millimeter gun (a cali- 
ber slightly over 11 inches) can 
fire at targets 20 miles away with 
what the Army claims is pin- 
point precision—‘“four times more 
accurate at long range than any 
mobile artillery pieces developed 
prior to World War II.”

Chinese Resist Savagely 
as Americans Inch Way 
Down North Slope of 
Korean Height.

SEOUL, Oct. 15 (AP)—United | 


States Seventh Division troops | 


stormed over the crest of Triangle | 
Hill today and battled inch hy | 
inch down the northern. slope of 
the central front peak. 

Chinese Reds resisted savagely 
in close quarter fighting. | 

While advance units fought | 
slowly down the northern slope, 
other Seventh Division infantry- 
men were digging in on the crest 
against an expected Chinese |

ly built cable line carried food 
and ammunition to the crest. 

Seventeen miles to the west, 
South Korean Ninth Division 
troops blasted the Reds with high 
explosives from their last hold on | 
blood-soaked White Horse moun-| 
tain. 

Reds Attack Koreans. 

Just east of Triangle, more than 
1000 Reds counter-attacked troops 
of the South Korean Second Divi- 
sion on Sniper Ridge. 

The brunt of the Korean fight- 
ing shifted from White Horse in 
the west to the central front. 

Battle-hardened veterans of the 
Seventh Division’s Thirty-first 
Regiment stormed back to the top 
of triangle just before noon. Yes- 
terday the G.I.s reached the crest 
only to be driven off by counter- | 
attacking Chinese. 

Allied warplanes pounded the 
Reds with bombs, rockets and 
flaming gasoline. 

Early morning fog provided a 
swirling mantle of protection as 
the attacking doughboys scram- 
bled up the steep, sandy slopes 
of the Chinese outpost. 

Allied tanks and artillery roared 
in support. But the fog cut down 
the usually savage Chinese mor- 
tar fire. 

a. a bygones Lighter. 

An Alli officer at the front 
said the American casualties were 
much lighter than yesterday. 

Once atop the crest today, 
American mortar crews lobbed 
smoke shells into the valley to the 
north. These cut down visibility 
of Chinese artillery spotters on 
towering Papa-san mountain. 

On White Horse mountain, 
South Korean engineers tunneled 
under the last three Chinese posi- 
tions. They planted stacks of 
land mines, then withdrew. The 
mines exploded with a deafening 
roar. 

“It just about blew the top off 
the mountain,” said Col. Lim, the 
SSouth Korean regimental com- 
mander.

Check His Income.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 — 
Howard L. Doyle, United States 
attorney for the southern district 
of Illinois for 17 years, was un- 
der suspension today at his own 
request. An investigation of his 


lucrative private law practice 
and his income tax returns is 
being made by. the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau and Justice De- 
partment. 

Attorney General James P. 
McGranery relieved Doyle late 
yesterday, five days after Doyle 
testified that he “‘overlooked” re- 
porting $5000 income, made other 
“mistakes” in his tax returns and 
failed to keep records of his in- 
come and expenses, in violation 
of the law. 

The Post-Dispatch disclosed 
last April 13 that Doyle had 
appeared as attorney for Ameri- 
can Distilling Co. of New York in 
a suit filed in United States dis- 
trict court in Peoria to’ construe 
terms of an $11,000,000 trust 
agreement. Later, Doyle appeared 
as attorney for government tax 
officials in the same proceeding. 

Doyle helped the distilling firm 
establish a trust to dispose of 
237,500 barrels of whisky on hand 
when manufacture of alcohol for 
the liquor trade was discontinued 
in World War II. Two depart- 
ments of the Federal Government 
were interested in the trust at 
the same time Doyle was repre- 


They were the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau, which still has a 
claim of $577,000 forsincome 
taxes against the firm, and the 
Office of Price Administration. 

Reported $141,989 Income. 

From 1945 through 1950, Doyle 
reported gross income from the 
Government and from outside 
sources of $141,989. That includ- 
ed at least $86,517 from private 
law practice and $48,468 in salary 
as United States Attorney. 

A Justice Department spokes- 
man said McGranery telephoned 
Doyle yesterday. at his home in 
Decatur, Ill., and that-Doyle asked 
the Attorney General to make 
public for him the following state- 
ment: 

“After careful consideration of 
my position, in view of my ap- 
pearance before the House Ju- 
diciary subcommittee, I have 
asked Attorney General McGran- 
ery to relieve me of my official 
duties pending completion: of an 
investigation of my affairs by the 
Department of Justice and the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue.

Omits Attack on Ike. 


Last night at Salt Lake City 
the Governor omitted a slashing 
attack on Eisenhower in his pre- 
pared ad but received an 
enthusiastic ovation in the Mor- 
mon Tabernacle when he de- 
nounced the entrance of “thought 
control” and the “big lie” in 
American politics, 

The audience, mostly silent for 
the first part of his talk, soon 
warmed to his thesis that if 
Americans have faith enough in 
themselves they can lead the 
world to peace and prosperity. He 
was interrupted 33 times by ap- 
plause in the last 20 minutes of 
his 30-minute talk. 

In his prepared speech he had 
charged that Eisenhower had 
reached “somewhere near the 
low-water mark in the great 
American business of vote get- 
ting” when he had asserted that 
the American prosperity of the 
past 20 years, particularly the last 
seven years, was based on war 
and rearmament. 

The offigial explanation was 
that he had to cut his talk be- 
cause of limitations on television 
and radio time. 

But even in his muted speech 
in the tabernacle, he did say: 
“Must this inspiring record of 
American prosperity now be ridi- 
culed for campaign purposes? 
Must our credit for using our 
capitalistic system wisely and hu- 
manely be undermined in Europe 
—and by Gen. Eisenhower of all 
men? Must our proud all-Ameri- 
can achievements be pictured ag 
a Democratic party plot?” 


Says Rival is Misinformed. 


In his Spokane speech Steven- 
son pictured his rival as unin- 
formed and misinformed on do- 
mestic affairs, one who “did not 
always talk sense on these mat- 
ters.” He ridiculed recent Eisen- 
hower’s crusade through this part 
of the country and remarked that 
“he has left such a trail of con- 
fusion that I thought I might re- 
cur to some of the basic issues 
of our economic development.”

Some of us say: “Why can’t life 
leave us alone? We don’t want 
to lead. We want to be undis- 
turbed.” 


What would our fathers have 
said to such talk? From the 
‘dawn of our revolution they saw 
America as the Old World’s 
saviour—not merely in terms of 
power, but in terms of goodness. 


They knew that providence had 
given us this empty, unexploited 
continent for a purpose. And 
they knew that it must be a pur- 
pose which includes all men—for 
the same God made us all. 

In 1787 George Washington 
said: “The preservation of the 
sacred fire of liberty, and the 
destiny of the republican form of: 
government, are justly considered 
as deeply, perhaps as finally 
staked on the experiment intrust- 
ed to the hands of the American 
people.” 

At that time we had less than 
4,000,000 inhabitants. But there 
was no doubt, no fear, in Wash- 
ington’s mind regarding our 
destiny. , 

In 1858 Abraham Lincoln said: 
“Our reliance is in the love of 
liberty which God has planted in 


Sometimes they whine about 
our -troubles—describing us as 
half-defeated, half-bankrupt, and 
wholly self-pitying. 

Sometimes they boast about 
our self-sufficiency — describing 
us as choosing to live alone, 
friendless, on a remote Island, in- 
different to the fate of man, a 
huge hermit-crab lacking a soul. 

Sometimes they call large sec- 
tions of us dupes and fellow-trav- 
elers—a people without a purpose 
and without a mind. 

But at all times they picture 
us unworthily. They make us 
look scared, stupid, and heartless. 
_ They thus betray the conquering, 
hopeful, practical yet deeply mor- 
al America which you and. I know.

There was a day when my op- 
ponent for the office of the pres- 
idency of these United States 
symbolized this grand nation of 
vast horizons and dazzling suc- 
cess. But now, for the sake of 
power, what has he not permitted 
himself? Far worse than his sur- 
render to Taft, far worse than his 
acceptance of all the bad Sena- 
tors of his party, is what he said 
about American prosperity! He 
dared to tell us that our surge 
forward since 1945’has been based 
on war and on rearmament. And 
he implied that the whole growth 
of social justice during the past 
20 years is also based on war. 

This is the most unkind un- 
truth of all, for this is the Krem- 
lin story. This is the theme-song 
of every Communist paper in 
France and Italy, and across the 
iron curtain. The prediction that 
this must be true, that our so- 
called “corrupt American capital- 
ism” cannot survive, cannot pre- 
vent mass unemployment without 
war or the threat of war—this is 
written into every Marxian text- 
book. But why should the gen- 
eral suddenly accept it? 

We all know it is nonsense, 
that in fact the reverse is true. 
To the dismay of the enemies of 
America, we proved after 1945 
that we have learned in the last 


us. Our defense is in the spirit 
which prized liberty as the heri- 
tage of all men, in all lands 
everywhere.” 

At that time there were about 
30,000,000 Americans. And we 
were threatened with civil war. 
But there was no doubt, no fear, 
in Lincoln’s mind. He saw the 
war and the dissolution of the 
Union as a threat to the new, 
revolutionary idea of: the free 
man and to democratic aspirations 
everywhere. 


In 1915 Woodrow Wilson said: 
“The interesting and inspiring 
thought about America is that she 
asks nothing for herself except 
what she has a right to ask for 
humanity itself.” 

By that time we were a wor!d- 
power, about to enter into a world 
war. But there was no doubt, no 
fear, in Woodrow Wilson’s mind. 
He knew, as in truth we have al- 
ways known, that we were des- 
tined to be an example and to 
assume the burden of greatness. 


So we are marked men, we 
Americans at the mid-century 
point. We have been tapped by 
fate—for which we should for- 
ever give thanks, not laments. 
What a day to live in! What a 
flowering of the work and the 
faith of our fathers! Who in 


heaven’s name would want 
America less strong, less re- 
sponsible for the future? Isn’t 
this what we have always 
dreamed? To whom else would 
we choose to hand the torch of 
the free world? 

And precisely because we are 
tapped by fate, we must be wise 
and patient as well as rich and 
strong. This means that we 
must live, intensely live, the 
faith which has made us free 
and thereby invincible. “Des- 
potism may govern without 
faith, but liberty cannot.” 


Importance of Idea. 


American power is not just coal 
and iron and oil; cotton and 
wheat and corn. It is not just our 
forests and our mountain ranges, 
and the huge meandering rivers 
of our central plains, and the 


20 years not only to produce ma- 
jestically, but to distribute among 
all our people an increasingly 
fair share of that production. We 
have evolved a stronger and a bet- 
ter form of economy, which makes 
nonsense of the Russian textbooks. 


Cites Postwar Conditions. 


The friends of freedom every- 
where have rejoiced. They have 
noted our rising and widespread 
wealth and well-being. They 
have noted that we had no de- 
pression and no unemployment 
at the end of the war—in spite 
of headlong demobilization and 
disarmament. And remember 

all this happened before 
the Marshall plan, before the 
revival of our armed might, be- 
fore Korea. Every liberty-lov- 
ing European gave thanks that 
we had showed ourselves not 
enly strong but stable. 

Must this inspiring record 
new be ridiculed for campaign 
pur oses? Must our credit for 
using our capitalist system wise- 
ly and humanely be undermined 
in Europe—and by Gen. Eisen- 
hower of all men? Must: our 
proud all-American achieve- 
ment be pictured as a Demo- 
eratic party plot? 

During the war, you remem- 
ber, when we ajl knew America 
was in danger, we only wanted 
the best, the most unselfish. We 
had no time for building political 
mantraps or for inventing de- 
rogatory tales. It was a heart- 
lifting moment, a- noble experi- 
ence to be one of the American 
people, at the top of our power, 
bound together in determination 
and mutual respect. 

But a cold war leads the timid 
and the discontented into frus- 
tration. And out of frustration 
comes he niggling pit- 
iful picture of a confused, divided 
country which these Republican 

h-makers are now painting. 
And this, of course, was the very 
purpose for which the Russians 
invented cold war and imposed it

What is this “American 
idea” which wé so justly ven- 
erate? I suggest that the heart 
of it is the simple but challeng- 
ing statement that no govern- 
ment may interfere with our 
conscience, may teli us what 
te think. All our freedoms. all 
our dynamic unicashed ener- 
gies, stem from this. 

We Americans just naturally 
talk like this: “No government 
can tell me what to think. Ne 
government can tell me what 
te do, unless it can prove that 
the common good is served by 
such interference.” This is the 
American way of living. 


But government,

that forbidden field, may and

But never must government 
step across the line which sep- 
arates the promotion of justice 

‘and prosperity frem the inter- 
ference with thought, with con- 
science, with the sacred private 
life ef the mind. 


If you like, this is the distinc- 
tion between the things that are 
God’s and the things that are 


} Caesar's. The mind is the expres- 


sion of the soul, which belongs to 
God and must be let alone by gov- 
ernment. But farm prices, mini- 
mum wages, old-age pensions, the 
regulation of monopoly, the physi- 
cal safety of society- -—these things 
are Caesar's province, wherein 
the government should do all that 
is humanly possible.

But those among us who would 
bar us from attempting our eco- 
nomic and social duty, are quick 
with accusations, with aefamatory 
hints and whispering campaigns, 
when they see a chance to scare 
or silence those with whom they 
disagree.

Finally, then, let us recall that 
our basic faith in liberty of con- 
science has an ancient ancestry.

But we are its or- 
dained guardians today.

The Achilles heel of any nation 
is spiritual poverty. Aggressive 
nations seek out such weakness in 
the same way a bully seeks out a 
weakling for his attack. There 
are national bullies yet in this 
world ready to seize upon signs 
of weakness: in our American 
spirit—our faith, our eonfidence, 
our determination. 


The second cornerstone of 
peace is the integrity of our 
national leadership in Washing- 
ton. We will never have true 
strength at home unless the 
great mass of Americans deeply 
respect their leaders. 


The men occupying high places 
in Government must be the best 
this country provides. If we have 
such—drawn from every walk of 
our national life—you and I will 
have no cause to hang our heads 
in shame when we survey the rec- 
ord of our Government’s accom- 
plishment, Men of competence 
will gladly accept public office in 
a clean climate where extrava- 
gance and waste and indifference 
¢annot exist. There will be no 
scandal to destroy our faith in 
those who are responsible for vi- 


for war, we can do it. Organized, 
our strength is greater than that 
of any other nation on the face

We Americans deserve a 
strength of pclitical leadership 
commensurate with our military 
strength. 

A third cornerstone of peace 
is in allies. We need free allies, 
peoples whe can freely see and 
know that it is te their enlight- 
ened self-interest to stand with 
us against aggression and bear 
their fair share of the load.

Dollars alone will not do 
the job. It can only be done 
through mutual respect, mutual 
confidence, and readiness to co- 
operate. 

The fourth cornerstone is the 
United Nations. We must have 

a world forum where we can 
seek to establish the proposi- 
tion that aggression does not 
pay. The United Nations has 
tackled a problem which has 
plagued the minds of men since 
society was if its most primi- 
tive form. Such a prooblem can- 
not be solved in a few years. 
It is not a cheap or an easy 
road that we must travel, No 
entirely easy road leads te suc- 
cess. The United Nations can 
be—must be—made a workable 
road to world peace. 


These then are the four basic 
elements we must have if we 
are to gain lasting peace: a strong

HE important thing to realize about Gen. Eisenhower's cam- 
paign is that a working theory lies behind it.

“Both sides know that it would 
begin with horrors of a kind and 
on a scale never dreamed of be- 
fore by human beings. It would 
begin by both sides in Europe suf- 
fering in the very. first stage ex- 
actly what they dreaded the most. 
It would also be different from 
other wars because the main de- 
cisions would probably come in 
the first month or even in the 
first week. The quarrel might 
continue for an indefinite period 
but after the first month it would 
be a ‘broken back war’ in which 
no great armies could be moved 
over long distances by land. 


“The torments which would fall

Senator Nixon failed to mention that 
when Hiss offered to resign in 1948 
because of the charges made against 
him, the trustees of the Endowment 
showed enough confidence in Hiss to 
table his resignation.

Stevenson said: “It will be 
a sad day for Anglo-Saxon justice when 
any man and especially a lawyer, will 
refuse to give honest evidence in a 
criminal trial for fear the defendant 
in the action may eventually be found 
guilty.

I do not think it is wise policy for the 
Congress to institute a practice of giving 
away such national assets to individual 
states. I believe this in a case of submerged 
lands as much as I would believe it in the 
case of national forests, national parks, na- 
tional grazing lands.

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Homily on Horseradish 

We owe The Wall Street Journal a warm vote 
of thanks for a most illuminating essay by its 
staff reporter, Jeanne E. Kaufman, about the 
horseradish growing industry which centers 
about St. Louis. As an old horseradish eater 
from ‘way back, we are fascinated by thé statis- 
tics which the enterprising correspondent com- 
piled for the nation’s foremost financial paper. 

First we note that St. Louis county and Madi- 
son and St. Clair counties in nearby Illinois 
produce 60 to 80 per cent of all the horseradish 
consumed in not only the United States, but 
also Cuba, Canada, and Puerto Rico. Last year 
more than 130,000 sacks, each containing 100 
pounds of white dynamite, came out of our allu- 
vial fields. While the price is up some this year, 
usually it does not vary much. Normally. it 
opens at around $12 a hundred-weight and 
averages around $10. 

Why is this the horseradish center of the 
continent? Apparently it is a combination of 
climate, the right soil and about 300 farmers 
with the knowhow. Texas and California farmers 
have tried to edge in but their product lacked 
the zip of St. Louis area horseradish. Demand 
is going up steadily. Calls for horseradish 
jumped about 30 per cent in 10 years, and as 
much as 15 per cent in the last two years. 

Not all horseradish is used on meats or as 8 
seasoning. For although most of it does get 
bottled or dehydrated for shipment to restau- 
rants, some is used by pharmaceutical companies 
in mustard plasters and mentho! inhalers. 

We wish we could go on digesting this illumi- 
nating treatise. But we cannot. It moves us too 
rouch that this homely local theme should re- 
ceive such attention on page one of The Wall 
Street Journal. To be honest, it fills our eyes 
with tears.

Though he 
did not publish photostatic copies of his income 
tax returns, his statement is based on the tax 
returns and nobody will be disposed to ques- 
tion its accuracy. 

The Republi- 
ean vice presidential nominee started it all, yet 
he is the only one of the four who has withheld 
documented data based on tax returns. 

Unless he presents that kind of data, as dis- 
tinguished from the purely personal and un- 
documented story he told the television and 
radio audience two weeks ago, what are the 
people to conclude? Will they not draw the 
inference which he urged them to draw about 
Gov. Stevenson and Senator Sparkman?

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Alien Policy and Politics 


The McCarran Immigration Act has become a 
campaign issue with the Democrats. It is an hon- 
est issue and should be debated. Yet the unjust 
law is not a pure political asset for the Demo- 
cratic party. 

In Detroit, Senator Kefauver and Mutual Se 
curity Administrator Harriman denounced the 
harsh restrictions in the McCarran Act and its 
unfair treatment of aliens and naturalized citi- 
zens. Naturally this was an appeal to national 
voting blocs, and a strong one. The law is bad. 

In the new issue of The Bulletin of the Atomie 
Scientists, there is a documented case against 
the McCarran Act. Leading scientists, including 
Albert Einstein and Chancellor Compton of 
Washington University, join in the protest 
against the policy which too often bars alien 
scientists and prevents a free and desirable ex- 
change of knowledge. 

But as a strictly political issue, the McCarran 
law is a bouncing ball. It is true that most Re- 
publican Congressmen supported it. When the 
Senate voted to override President Truman’s 
veto, 32 Republicans backed the bill and only 
eight had the courage to differ with their party. 

At the same time, Democrats cannot escape 
mention of the fact the law was written by a 
Democrat: Nevada's Senator McCarran. The 
party has not disclaimed him, for has its presi- 
dential nominee, Gov. Stevenson. Moreover, 21 
Southern Democrats went along with the Re- 
publicans in upholding this piece of prejudice. 

The leadership of Democratic party is and 
has been sturdily against the McCarran Act. But 
the party will have to control its Congressmen 
better than it has been able to do before a fair 
immigration policy can be enacted. ‘ 
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Still Not Safe Enough 

Word from the United Mine Workers’ conven- 
tion at Cincinnati that the union intends pressing 
for a stronger federal mine safety law should 
surprise no one. For the current law, though 
only three months old, is full of loopholes cre- 
ated in the congressional rush to adjourn. 

The law, known as the McConnell Act, contains 
some admirable features, foremost among them 
a section authorizing federal inspectors to close 
mines in which conditions threaten an imminent 
disaster. But it does not go far enough. 

For one thing, mines in which less than 15 
persons are regularly employed are exempt from 
compliance with any mine-safety provisions, re- 
gardless of whether a major disaster may be im- 
minent. As UMW officials pointed out, more 
than half the mines in this country employe

United Nations and 


There is nothing that the Gen- 
eral Assembly can do, or that any 
organ of the U.N. can do, whirh 
cannot be done—if the govern- 
ments choose to do it—through 
diplomatic channels. The U.N. is 
a world institution created by the 
governments, to facilitate the 
diplomacy of conciliation in order 
to prevent war. 

To say this is not to diminish 
the U.N. The only way to help 
the U.N. to do what it was de- 
signed to do is to stop expecting 
it to do what it is inherently in- 
capable of doing. 


Maintaining Contacts. 


The worst thing that can be 
done to the U.N. is to force it to 
deal with questions it cannot 
answer, with problems it cannot 
settle, with undertakings that it 
cannot complete, with conflicts in 
which it is unable to intervene. 

The result of that is not only 
failure, not only loss of faith, not 
only heightened intolerance and 
intransigence, but also the diver- 
sion of the energies of the U.N. 
from its own constructive, useful 
and necessary work. 

And what is that work? First 
of all, and most of all, it is to 
maintain diplomatic contacts be- 
tween all quarters of the globe. 
That is why it might be said that 
the success of the General Assem- 
bly depends on whether the vol- 
ume of serious private conversa- 
tions among the diplomats is

In practice, the average peasant 
pays about 625 lire ($1) per hec- 
tare of land for the first three or 
four years. The price gradually 
rises after 15 years to about $2 
per hectare and just under $3 per 
hectare at 30 years, when it is 
his for good. (A hectare is 2.71 
acres.) 

The former land owner is com- 
pensated in 25-year 5 per cent 
government bonds with the value 
depending on the assessed valua- 
tion of the land as of the extra- 
er property tax enacted in 

The government estimates that 
it additionally will have to pay 
out some $300 per acre for every 
acre expropriated for improve- 
ments, roads, tractors, etc. 

Much Work Ahead. 

The giant program of making 
the land productive then will be- 
gin, or is already in progress. 
Roads must be built, houses con- 
structed, canals dug, orchards 
planted. 

The program’s basic principle, 
as described by agronomist Prof. 
Mario Bandini, is that “the land 
reform scheme shall provide only 
the indispensable minimum im- 
provements required for settling 
the peasants’ families on the land. 

“It will be for the peasants 
themselves to complete and sup- 
plement such improvements, while 
the agencies will give them tech- 
nical assistance by providing plans 
and expert advisers. 

“The peasants may receive con- 
tributions toward the cost of the 
work they carry out with their 
own labor, and may even be 
granted certain credits. It is cer- 
tainly not intended that they shall 
find the farm, the house and the 
planting operations already com- 
pleted by the agency before they 
come in.” 

That is up to the peasant and 
his family.

It is well to remember 
on decoy sets that all of them 
are to be faced in the same direc- 
tion. Use a few goose and coot 
decoys and place the geese and 
coots on the outside perimeter of 
the set. Do not. mix your diving 
duck and puddle duck decoys. 
Never set your decoys so close to 
shore that they will blend with the 
landscape and be invisible to low- 
flying flocks. Be sure also that 
your blind is so constructed that 
you are invisible to the ducks and 
always remain quiet when any 
ducks are sighted. 

The calling of ducks is an art 
that requires long hours of prac- 
tice and the best of equipment.

Mrs. Grammer and her three 
children had been staying there 
since last May, when her father

' Holmes said Grammer told him 
his wife took him to the train the 
night of Aug. 19 and he did not 
know of her death until he an- 
swered a telephone call in New 
York the next morning. 

Both From Baltimore. 

, Grammer since 1940 had been 
office manager of a metals firm 
in New York. He and his wife 
were natives of Baltimore.

Without his testimony, more deaths would remain mys- 
terious, including those from unusual forms of disease and 
accident, or murder. He may have the last word in cases of 
sudden or unexplained death. For this doctor is the pathologist. 

Sometimes termed the forgotten man in medicine, the 
pathologist is singularly important in all its phases. For ex- 
ample, only when a little piece of flesh or bone is examined 
under his microscope can the positive diagnosis of cancer be

THE PATHOLOGIST carefully examines the tissues of 
the dead in an autopsy, trying to discover what killed them 
and how. But for his diligence and his refusal to bow to any 
authority except what he himself sees and can prove, medical 
science might still be in the dark ages. For the sweep of 
modern medical discovery began when the German pathologist, 
Rudolf Virchow, first emphasized the cellular nature of dis- 
ease 94 years ago in his great book. 

The training of a pathologist is long and arduous. After 
graduating as a doctor of medicine, he must receive at least 
ene year of intern training in clinical medicine in an ap- 
proved hospital. Then the future pathologist spends four 
years’ study in his special field at some medical center ap-

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


, Attic Louvers 


OST homes today have attic 

louvers—small vents at each 

end of the attic put there for 
purposes of ventilation. ost 
people consider these pretty fine 
things during the summer weath- 
er for they allow the hot air in 
the attic or attic crawl space ‘to 
flow outdoors. But the first cool 
morning people rush about trying 
to figure a way to cover up these 
louvers and this is very bad be- 


cause it’s more important for the 
louver to be open during the 
winter than in summer. 


The reason. is that during the 
cold weather, warm moist air 
from the house below finds its 
way into the attic. If the attic 
louvers are open, this moist air 
flows outdoors where it can’t get 
into trouble, 


Close the attic louvers and 
things aren’t so good. The warm 
moist air gets into the attic and 
as it can’t get out it strikes the 
cold roof sheathing and con- 
denses into a liquid or frost, if 
the outside weather is very cold. 


At best this can make the attic 
pretty dank and uncomfortable. 
At worst the moisture can start 
the attic roof on the road to 
decay which is not a pleasant 
prospect. So keep the attic louvers 
open even during the coldest 
weather. If the attic floor is in- 
sulated or if the space below the 
louvers is insulated, you won't be 
losing much heat and you'll be 
doing your house a big favor.

NE of the most endearing qualities of the 6-year-olds is his 

unbounded enthusiasm for showing off his newly acquired 

intellectual abilities. Alas! His energy often appears some- 
what greater than that of his parents and his timing is fre- 
quently less than perfect. It sometimes seems that the earlier 
it is in the morning or the later at night, the more energy 
and enthusiasm he has. 

Come time to get dressed (or undressed) or to eat break- 
fast or to get washed and brushed and ready for school— 
where is this energy and enthusiasm? Tired, complaining, 
dewdling. Can this be the same little creature who waked 
you up at the crack of dawn? 


eek Gets 

THE SIMPLEST ROUTINE is often drawn out to twice 
what parents consider its “normal” duration. And request 
for help in even the simplest routines are frequent. He can’t 
feed himself! He can’t dress himself! The same child who a 
year or even two or three years earlier did these very things 
unaided and with great enthusiasm! 

What has happened to the ability? Where is the enthu- 
siasm? Is something radically wrong that the child is now so 
slow and needs so much help 

No, As a rule we think not. It is very often simply that 
the 6-year-old is in a sort of in-between situation.
